Dear Secretary Arnold: 

In the United States, the federal and state governments spend roughly $317 billion 
every year on the Medicaid program. As Ranking Member of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, I have an obligation to ensure that taxpayer dollars are appropriately spent on 
federal health care programs. Like the Medicare program, Medicaid suffers from 
systemic weaknesses that lead to fraud, waste, and abuse across the program, resulting in 
higher costs and less health care to those who are in need. The overutilization of 
prescription drugs, whether through drug abuse or outright fraud, plays a significant role 
in the rising cost of our healthcare system. The purpose of this letter is to request 
information regarding certain outliers in Florida's Medicaid program and what steps 
Florida takes to monitor rates of utilization. 

In recent inquiries, I have asked the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services about physicians prescribing mental health drugs at astonishingly high rates. In 
addition to these concerns, a recent CNN report detailed the increasing abuse of 
OxyContin, Roxicodone, and Xanax. Specifically, the report described the role some 
pain management clinics and physicians play in the black market for these drugs. I write 
today to better ascertain how high rates of both mental health and pain medication 
utilization are affecting the Medicaid program, as well as how Florida's rates compare to 
the national rates. 

To that end, please provide charts that list of the top ten Medicaid prescribers of 
the following drugs for the years 2008 and 2009. For each prescriber, please provider 
his/her prescriber identifier, and the number of prescriptions written per drug per year, 
and the total amount billed to Medicaid per drug, separated for each year. 

• Abilify; 

• Geodon; 

• Seroquel; 

• Zyprexa; 

• Risperdal; 



• OxyContin; 

• Roxicodone; and 

• Xanax. 



I thank you in advance for your cooperation and request that you provide the 
requested documents and written responses by no later than May 5, 2010. In your reply, 
please format information into a chart like the examples provided below. All formal 
correspondence should be sent electronically in PDF format to Brian_Downey@ finance- 
rep. senate.gov or via facsimile to (202) 228-2131.

Dear Secretary Farmer, 

Your office provided my staff with data regardi ng the top ten prescri bers of 
several pain management and mental health drugs in your state. These types of drugs 
have addictive properties, and the potential for fraud and abuse by prescri bers and 
patients is extremely high. Mental health drugs continue to be prescribed at astounding 
rates and pain management clinics are turning into a hotbed for black market 
painkillers. When these drugs are prescri bed to Medicaid patients, it is the American 
people who pay the price for over- prescription, abuse, and fraud. 

After an extensi ve revi ew of prescri bi ng habits of the seri al prescri bers of pai n 
and mental health drugs, I have concerns about the oversight and enforcement of 
Medicaid abusein your state. Whilel am sensitiveto concerns about the potential for 
misinterpretation of the data you provided, the numbers themselves are quite shocking. 

For exampl e, the top prescri ber of Abi I ify wrote 4080 prescri pti ons for the drug 
in 2009 to 788 unique recipients— more than double the amount prescribed the second 
most prolific prescri ber on the list. This accounted for $2,120,982.21 billed to the 
Medicaid system just for Abi I ify and thissingleprescriber. Another individual wrote an 
outrageous 7509 prescri pti ons for Xanax to 1215 unique recipients, 1238 prescriptions 
of Zyprexato 236 unique recipients, and 3305 prescriptions of Seroquel to 654 unique 



recipients. Each of these is more than doubleand in some cases triple the amount 
provided bythe second provider on the list. In all, this single provider accounted for 
$2,685,004.47 in Medicaid- billed prescriptions. TheAbilify prescriber accounted for 
another $2,120,982.21 These outliers are consistent with the other drugs as well— with 
the top prescri bers wri ti ng doubl e or tri pi e the number of prescri pti ons as the other 
prescri bers on the I i st. 

It is my intention to ensure that each of the states is adequately monitoring, 
investigating, and stoppingfraud and over- prescri pti on of these types of drugs. 
Therefore, pi ease provi de answers to the fol I owi ng questi ons:

2. I f there has been no action taken with respect to these prescri bers, please 
explain why not.

4. PI ease provide the 2010 and 2011 numbers for the top prescri bers of these 
same drugs. 

5. H as each of these prescri bers been cross-checked for compl ai nts or 
misconduct with the state medical board or the National Practitioner Data 
Bank? If not, do you plan to do so? 

6. H ave any of the prescri bers identified to this Committee been referred to 
your state medical board? 

7. Isthereany system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive 
prescription writing? If not, why not? 

8. Have you received any training or guidance from the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Studies to help identify potential issues with prescription 
drugs? 

9. Does your state maintain a database of all prescribed control I ed-substances? 
I f so, what entiti es have access to it? 

10. Does your state have any poi nt-of-sale restrictions related to maxi mum units, 
prior authorization, therapeutic duplication, or early refill? If not, why not? 

11 Were any of these top ten prescri bers identified in the federal -mandated 
Drug Uti lization Review or CM S-base retrospective reviews? 

12. Does your state have any programs i n place to educate providers about the 
prescription of antipsychotics to children and adolescents?

Question 6: Have any of the prescribers identified to this Committee been referred to 
your state medical board? 

According to the Department of Health, complaints against health care practitioners are 
considered confidential until 10 days after a finding of probable cause. 

All referrals and actions that are public have been identified in the attached spreadsheet 
provided by the Department of Health titled "DOH Response to Items 1, 2, and 6 of Senator 
Grassley's January 23, 2012 Letter", 

Question 7: Is there any system set up in your state to identify and monitor excessive 
prescription writing? If not, why not? 

According to the Department of Health, Florida's Prescription Drug Monitoring Program 
Database has been implemented and effective since October 1, 201 1. Under this program, 
physicians and pharmacists can access the database to determine if patients are doctor- 
shopping. The only direct access to the database allowed is for licensed prescribers and 
dispensers. Law enforcement and the Department of Health are only granted access to 
information on a specific prescriber if part of an active investigation. 

Question 8: Have you received any training or guidance from the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Studies to help identify potential issues with prescription drugs? 

Neither the Agency for Health Care Administration or the Florida Department of Health have 
received any training or guidance from the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Studies to help 
identify potential issues with prescription drugs. 

Question 9: Does your state maintain a database of all prescribed control led- 
substances? If so, what entities have access to it? 

Please see response to question number 7. 

Question 10: Does your state have any point-of-sale restrictions related to maximum 
units, prior authorization, therapeutic duplication, or early refill? if not, why not? 

Yes, the point-of-sale pharmacy claims system employs extensive edits for dose/unit limits, age 
and gender related prior authorization, step therapy protocols, other prior authorization 
protocols, therapeutic duplication, early refill, matching date of birth to Medicaid ID, and other 
appropriate claim edits, such as maximum monthly limits on narcotic prescriptions 

Question 1 1 : Were any of these top ten prescribers identified in the federal-mandated 
Drug Utilization Review or CMS-base retrospective reviews? 

The federally-mandated Drug Utilization Review protocols are not targeted specifically to 
individual prescribers. However, the 1999 Florida Legislature mandated the Prescribing Pattern 
Review Panel to evaluate treatment guidelines and recommend ways to incorporate their use in 
the practice pattern identification program. Practitioners, who are prescribing inappropriately or 
inefficiently, as determined by the agency, may have their prescribing of certain drugs subject to 
prior authorization. The Panel is charged with:

• Working with the DUR Board to identify inappropriate prescribing patterns. 

• Designing and performing educational appraisals for presenters. 

• Recommending restrictions within the Medicaid program for physicians who continue to 
exceed norms. 



Question 12: Does your state have any programs in place to educate providers about the 
prescription of antipsychotics to children and adolescents? 

The Medication Drug Therapy Management Program for Behavioral Health (MDTMP for BH) 
was created by the Florida Legislature in 2005. Its purpose as stated in section 409.912(37) 
Florida Statutes, is to accomplish the following: 



• Improve the quality of behavioral health drug prescribing; 

• Improve patient adherence; 

• Reduce clinical risk; and 

• Lower costs. 



The Agency for Health Care Administration contracted with the Florida Mental Health Institute 
(FMHI) at the University of South Florida to administer this program. For additional information 
about the program, please see the program website at : www.flmedicaidbh.com 

The MDTMP for BH has done an excellent job reviewing all mental health research; designing 
best treatment guidelines for prescribers, and improving availability of board certified pediatric 
and adolescent psychiatrists for consultation with prescribers. 

Guidelines for children are reviewed by an expert panel annually, and any changes adopted for 
the children/adolescent guidelines are distributed statewide and are used in the Florida Pediatric 
Consult Lines available to all prescribing physicians through call centers at the University of 
Florida, All Children's Hospital in St. Petersburg, and Florida International University.
